The preponderance of Ohio's 
sons in national politics, 80 
pleasantly referred to in a recent 
editorial in the Bniletin, is singularly 
enough duplicated in governmental 
circles on the Pacific coast. Both 
governors Irwin and Kinkead are 
Ohioans. The fermer was bern in the 
southeast corner of Butler county, 
where his mother still lives. He is a 
graduate of Marietta college, aod 
came West in 1852. Nevada's gov- 
ernor was born in Pennsylvania, but 
was carried west on the tide ef immi- 
gratien when an infant, and grew to 
manhood in Lancaster, Ohio. Sena- 
tor Sharon was a native, and studied 
law with Edwin M. Stanton. John P. 
Jones lived in Cleveland from the age 
of ene and a half to twenty years, 
and claims all rights and privileges. 
J. P. Hodge, who so ably filled the 
chair in the late constitutional con- 
vention, originated in that state. So 
did delegate Sam. Wilson. The late 
William C. Ralston was born in Mans- 
field; Milton S. Latham, ex-governor, 
ex-senator and ex-millionaire, in 
Columbus. J. B. Weller was from 
Butler county, and went from there to 
congress in 1838 or 1840: Senator J. 
W. Haynes of Nevada, is from San- 
dusky. W. W. Corlette, who repre- 
sents Wyoming in congress, and 8. 
Elkus, whe fills the same office for 
New Mexico, are Ohio boys, and very 
bright ones, too. The former has the 
credit of having delivered the best 
speech on the reduction of the army. 
The last mayor of Oakland in entitled 
to the d'stinetion of being a native of 
the same state. In business circles the 
rule holds its own very closely. E. B. 
Mastick is from Cleveland, John C. 
Stubbs, general freight agent of the C. 
P. R. R., was born in Ashland 82 yeasago. 
D.A.Bruder, whe holds a like position en 
the Virginia and Truckee R. R., is a 
native of Summit county. A long 
list of men in San Francisco, and else- 
where could be made out. Io the 
three principal towns of Nevada the 
rule is very marked. H. M. Yering- 
ton and the late H. F. Rice of Carson 
were in business in Cleveland for 
years. Wm. Gilson, the largest mer- 
chant in Carson, is also an Ohioan; 
also J. W. Haynie, Superintendent of 
the El Dorado Wood company, and 
many others. J. C. Hampton, the 
millionaire grocer of Virginia is from 
Sandusky. John Gillig is from Tiffin. 
In Reno both the banks are managed 
by Ohio boys—C. T. Bender and Jas. 
H. Kinkead-—and so on. 

There is no claim set up by any 
one for superior excellence of Ohio 
blood, or any peculiar merit in the 
chance of nativity, so far as we know. 

The first crop of Ohio boys issued 
from an intelligent and well eucated 
class of people, who moved out from 
New England in large bodies, and 
came in contact with the frugal and 
industrious Dutch who were settled in 
the centre of the State. po got but 
little education, but that little was on 
sound principles, and was the solid 
foundation for future study and exper- 
ience.

HISTORY OF TRINITY CHURCH. 


Its Founder, Friends, and Generally 
Prosperous Condition. 
’ 


The services at the Episcopalian 
church yesterday possess a peculiar 
interest, from the fact that their 
churches are never consecrated until 
they are free from debt. The Lord 
dows not want any second hand mort- 
gages. No one can lay them up in 
heaven to be piling up compound in- 
terest for Him to draw on when he 
gets done here. Newspaper offices 
are never consecrated. That shows 
that it is better to be a deorkeeper in 
the house of the Lord than torun a 
daily. The history of Trinity church 
is briefly as follows: 


It was originated by Bishop Wita- 
ker in February, 1873. Rev. Wm. 
Lucas entered upon his duties as rec- 
tor May 5th of the same year. In 
July a lot was purchased for church 
building pu The rectery was 
erected at that time. Services were 
held in the gourt-house. The first 
confirmation service was held in the 
court-house, when Bishop Whitaker 
administered the rite te six persons. 
On May 24M 1874, the ground was 
first broken forthe church building. 
October 12th it was formally spans 
for the : 


SERVICE AND WORSHIP OF ALMIGHTY 
GOD. 


Bishop Whitaker preached the sermon 
to a large congregation. September 
ist, 1878, Rev. Mr. Lucas, on account 


of extreme ill health, temporarily re- 
sivned the charge of the parish, and 
Lev. W. R. Jenvey, of Virginia City, 
was called to fill his place. Early in 
Octeber of this same year Mr. Jenvey 
began the long delayed task ef com- 
pieting the church. This was accom- 
plished by the 17th day ef November, 
when the Bishop formally reopened it, 
an immense congregation being pres- 
ent. Mr. Jenvey has so managed it 
that at no time was the church in 
debt. He, as an individual, was en- 
tirely responsible for it. 
being free from debt, was ready for 
consecration, but hopes being enter- 
tained that Mr. Lucas’ health would 
enable him to return, this ceremony 
was put off. Continued ill health en- 
tirely preventing his return, he re- 
signed all claims to the parish. His 
resignation taking effect — the first 
of May, Mr. Jenvey was called te the 
permanent rectorship, which call he 
accepted. In all there have been but 
two rectors in the history of the par- 
ish. The cost of erection has been 
700. The Gazette seldom intrudes 
upon private affairs, but there is one 
man who desecves honorable mention 
for his great service to this parish. B. 
F. Leete has been earnest in his labors 
and generous in his donations to Trin- 
ity church. The spirit manifested is 
worthy of imitation by other men of 
means. By the gererosity of several 
friends like him and Mr. Jenvey,there 
is not a dollar of debt on n the property.

THE COUNTERFEITER RECAPTURED.
